Dean  Stamm,  where  did  you 
grow  up? 

I    was  horn  in  Germany  in  1942. 
My  parents,  my  younger  brother 
and  I  lived  there  until  we  emigrated  to 
Canada  in  1952.  1  remember  vividly 
arriving  by  ship  in  Montreal  and  then 
taking  a  long  2-1/2  day  train  ride  to 
Calgary,  Alberta,  where  the  disembark- 
ing passengers  were  met  by  a  group  of 
Indian  dancers  in  full  ceremonial  dress. 
Shortly  thereafter,  my  parents  bought  me 
my  first  pair  of  blue  jeans  at  an  old 
general  store  rich  in  the  aroma  from  the 
oiled  wood  floor  and  the  fresh  denim 
stacked  on  the  shelves.  Following  two 
job-related  moves,  my  father  settled  our 
family  in  Edmonton,  Alberta,  where  I 
continued  to  attend  public  school  and 
later  went  to  the  university.  Alberta  was 
then  a  very  rural  province,  with  a  strong 
agricultural  economy  (wheat  and  cattle), 
as  well  as  a  rapidly  developing  oil  and  gas 
industry.  I  spent  two  of  my  most  memo- 
rable summers  working  as  a  roughneck 
on  oil  rigs  drilling  for  the  black  liquid 
gold  in  the  bush  of  northern  Alberta. 

What  attracted  you  to  dentistry? 

I    became  interested  in  dentistry  at  a 
relatively  early  age,  certainly  by  the 
time  I  was  in  grade  8  or  9.  We  had  a 


close  family  friend  who  was  a  dentist, 
and  he  encouraged  me  to  consider 
dentistry.  Furthermore,  my  father 
thought  that  dentistry  was  an  ideal 
profession,  and  he  strongly  urged  me  to 
take  a  serious  look  at  dentistry.  By  the 
time  1  entered  high  school,  1  had  become 
committed  to  going  to  a  university  and 
to  entering  dental  school.  In  each  of  my 
three  years  of  high  school,  1  was  assigned 
to  guide  the  dentist  who  visited  our 
school  for  the  annual  career  day.  It 
turned  out  that  this  dentist  later  became 
my  professor  at  the  dental  school  at  the 
university  across  the  river. 

What  have  been  your  primary 
experiences  and  interests  in 
dentistry? 

I    have  had  a  tremendously  gratify- 
ing career  in  dentistry.  My  position 
immediately  after  graduating  with  a  DDS 
degree  was  as  the  first  full-time  clinical 
dentist  in  the  eastern  Arctic  of  northern 
Canada.  In  1967,  Canada  was  celebrat- 
ing its  centennial,  and  you  might  say 
that  1  was  doing  my  bit  for  my  country. 
In  any  event,  working  in  Frobisher  Bay, 
a  former  Strategic  Air  Command  base  on 
Baffin  Island,  became  a  memorable  way 
to  start  my  dental  career.  1  was  the  only 
dentist  within  1,000  miles,  and  I  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  patients  in  Frobisher 


Bay  as  well  as  in  nine  or  ten  other  tiny 
villages  that  could  be  reached  only  by 
airplane,  snowmobile  or  canoe,  and  then 
only  during  July  or  August.  Ninety-five 
percent  of  the  patients  were  Eskimo,  and 
they  had  tremendous  dental  needs.  Car- 
ies among  children  was  rampant,  in  a 
society  which  only  sixty  years  earlier  had 
virtually  no  caries  whatsoever.  The 
adults  had  tremendous  long-term  dental 
neglect,  suffering  from  chronic  periodon- 
tal have  had  a 
tremendously 
gratifying  career 
in  dentistry/* 

tal  disease  and  occasionally  from  severe 
traumatic  injuries  to  the  mouth.  I  can 
well  remember  treating  an  Eskimo  hunter 
who  had  the  holt  action  of  his  title  back 
up  and  crash  into  his  jaw.  There  was  no 
oral  surgeon  to  whom  one  could  refer, 
nor  was  there  a  medical  center  in  the 
particular  village  where  I  encountered 
this  individual.  However,  after  I  took 
care  of  the  problem  and  later  removed 
the  sutures,  his  situation  quickly  im- 
proved, and  he  subsequently  brought  his 
young  children  to  me  for  their  first  visit 
to  a  dentist.  At  another  village,  I  treated 
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an  Eskimo  lady  who  was  approximately 
80  years  of  age  and  who  still  remembered 
the  day  in  1906  when  she  saw  the  first 
white  men  arrive  at  her  village.  1  was 
struck  by  the  fact  that  1  had  flown  in 
with  my  portable  dental  equipment  on  a 
small  twin-engine  turbo-prop  airplane  to 
treat  a  patient  who  was  born  into  a  stone 
age  society.  To  make  a  long  story  short,  1 
became  deeply  interested  in  the  overall 
dental  care  needs  of  the  nine  or  ten 
communities  for  which  1  had  responsibil- 
ity. 

I  later  returned  to  private  practice  in  a 
small  agricultural  community  near  Ed- 
monton. I  was  extremely  happy  there, 
working  with  a  thoroughly  modem  senior 
dentist  who  taught  me  a  great  deal  about 
staying  up-to-date  and  enthusiastic  about 
dentistry  regardless  of  one's  age.  One  day 
I  received  a  letter  from  the  University  of 
Toronto  informing  me  that  1  had  been 
accepted  into  their  Dental  Public  Health 
specialty  training  program.  1  had  forgot- 
ten that  during  one  of  the  long  winter 
nights  in  northern  Canada  I  had  actually 
applied  to  graduate  school.  So  a  decision 
needed  to  be  made  and,  for  better  or  for 
worse,  1  decided  that  I  would  give 
advanced  specialty  training  a  try.  1 
certainly  enjoyed  the  academic  environ- 
ment at  the  University  of  Toronto,  and 
for  over  three  years  1  flourished  at  the 
Dental  School  and  the  School  of  Public 
Health.  Those  three  years  solidified  my 
commitment  to  preventive  dentistry  and 
dental  public  health.  Subsequently,  I  was 
offered  an  assistant  professorship  at 
McGiU  University  in  Montreal,  which  1 
accepted  in  1971.  I  spent  fourteen  years 
at  McGill,  rising  through  the  ranks  to 
eventually  become  professor  and  depart- 
ment chairman.  During  that  time  I  had 
many  interactions  with  colleagues  and 
organizations  in  the  United  States  as  well 
as  abroad.  1  worked  hard  on  behalf  of  our 
provincial  dental  association  as  well  as 
the  Canadian  Dental  Association  and 
the  Royal  College  of  Dentists  in  Canada. 
In  1978  1  became  the  first  Canadian 
dentist  to  receive  his  American  boards  in 
dental  public  health.  I  always  interpreted 
my  specialty  in  a  broad  fashion  and  was 
able  to  work  in  the  areas  of  preventive 
dentistry,  fluoride  research,  epidemiol- 
ogy, and  biostatistics,  as  well  as  in  health 
services  research.  These  experiences  have 
also  kept  me  involved  with  the  organized 
dental  profession,  since  it  has  many  of 
the  same  ongoing  concerns. 


What  interested  you  in  the  UNC 
School  of  Dentistry? 


While  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  School  of  Dentistry 
was  well  known  to  many  dental  educators 
in  Canada,  it  was  a  great  surprise  to  me 
that  UNC  should  have  been  interested  in 
me  back  in  1983-84.  It  is  my  recollection 
that  the  School's  reputation  during  the 
70's  had  been  based  on  ( 1 )  the  strong 
clinical  programs  and  related  textbooks, 
(2)  the  research  conducted  primarily  in 
the  Dental  Research  Center,  and  (3)  the 
early  application  of  computers  to  the 
patient  care  system,  something  that  was 
still  relatively  novel  in  the  late  1970's.  In 
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short,  the  invitation  to  apply  for  the  posi- 
tion of  Assistant  Dean  for  Research  had 
to  be  taken  very  seriously.  Of  course,  1 
did  apply,  was  selected,  and  have  spent 
almost  five  years  here  as  Assistant  Dean 
and  Director  of  the  Dental  Research 
Center.  They've  been  very  rewarding 
years.  First  of  all,  our  research  activity 
and  refereed  publications  doubled  and 
tripled,  respectively.  Second,  though  we 
were  unable  to  add  even  a  single  square 
foot  of  new  research  space,  we  did 
manage  key  renovations  necessary  to 
meet  modern  research  standards.  Further- 
more, much  of  the  Center's  instrumenta- 
tion was  15-18  years  old,  having  been 
acquired  around  1967  when  the  facility 
was  first  erected.  Over  the  past  5  years 
there  has  been  extensive  replacement  of 
instrumentation  and  equipment.  Third, 
we  were  and  remain  effective  in  recruit- 
ing highly  talented  young  faculty  whose 
teaching  and  research  will  improve  the 
quality  and  reputation  of  the  School 
during  the  1990s.  Finally,  we  increased 
the  School's  emphasis  on  high  quality 
graduate  education,  thereby  expanding 
the  depth  and  breadth  of  our  School's 
dental  education  mission. 


What  attracted  you  to  the  dean' 
ship  and  what  strengths  do  you 
bring  to  it? 

I    should  say  that  being  attracted  to 
a  deanship  is  one  thing,  but  being 
encouraged  by  your  colleagues  to  con- 
sider it  is  quite  another.  In  my  case,  I 
began  to  consider  a  possible  nomination 
for  the  deanship  after  I  had  been  ap- 
proached by  a  number  of  clinical  faculty 
suggesting  that  1  might  become  a  candi- 
date for  the  position.  It  was  only  with 
their  support  that  1  permitted  myself  to 
consider  the  deanship  seriously.  Among 
the  qualities  that  1  bring  to  my  new  office 
are,  first,  a  deep  commitment  to  a 
collegial  relationship  with  my  fellow  fac- 
ulty members  and,  second,  my  shared 
professional  values  with  the  dental  prac- 
titioners in  North  Carolina.  A  third 
quality  is  that  I  have  a  fairly  detailed  ap- 
preciation for  the  diversity  and  impor- 
tance of  the  many  missions  pursued  by 
dental  and  dental  hygiene  faculty  at  the 
university  level.  To  understand  the 
activities  in  the  classroom  and  clinic 
while  having  an  equal  appreciation  for 
basic,  clinical,  behavioral,  and  educa- 
tional research  is  a  major  challenge  I 
hope  to  meet  successfully.  Fourth,  1  hope 
1  bring  to  the  Dean's  office  a  sense  of 
vision  and  direction,  together  with  the 
leadership  qualities  that  will  enable  our 
institution  to  remain  at  the  very  fore- 
front of  the  dental  schools  in  this 
country. 

Will  you  comment  on  the 
School's  missions  of  dental  edu- 
cation, patient  care,  research, 
and  service? 

The  four  missions  you  refer  to  were 
articulated  and  pursued  by  my 
predecessor.  Dean  Barker.  For  the 
students  and  faculty  in  the  Dental 
School,  as  well  as  the  public  and  the 
practicing  dental  profession  in  North 
Carolina,  1  believe  these  four  missions 
are  entirely  appropriate,  and  therefore  I 
have  no  immediate  plan  to  change  the 
emphasis.  Within  each  of  the  missions, 
however,  a  number  ot  initiatives  can  be 
taken  so  that  we  better  fulfill  our  goals. 
For  example,  in  the  area  oi  dental  educa- 
tion we  will  work  hard  to  recruit  more 
North  Carolina  students,  and  particularly 
minority  students,  to  study  tor  careers  in 
dentistr>'.  Currently,  we  have  many  more 
applicants  for  the  DDS  program  than  we

Next  Steps  for  Barker 

What  do  retired  deans  do.'  It  they  are 
like  Ray  White,  Jim  Bawden  and,  now, 
Ben  Barker,  they  return  to  their  full-time 
faculty  efforts.  In  Barker's  case,  he  will 
start  with  dental  education  planning  and 
dental  health  policy  research. 

With  Ben  and  Ed  O'Neil  as  Co- 
Directors,  the  Pew  National  Dental 
Education  Program,  which  focuses  on 
strategic  planning  for  all  ot  the  nation's 
dental  schools,  continues  its  leadership 
training  activities  tor  dental  education 
leaders.  Barker  and  O'Neil  are  writing  a 
book  about  the  lessons  learned  from  the 
Pew  experience.  Ben  serves  on  the  ADA 
Council  on  Dental  Education  as  well  as 
on  its  Commission  on  Dental  Accredita- 
tion. He  is  helping  with  the  strategic 
planning  effort  of  the  Council  and  with 
the  accreditation  studies  ot  the  Commis- 
sion. 

Part  of  Barker's  research  evolves  from 
his  membership  in  the  Institute  of 
Medicine  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences,  Washington,  D.C.,  where  he 
serves  on  the  Board  on  Health  Care 
Services.  He  is  participating  in  two 
investigations  studying  dental  research 
needs  and  dental/health  policies  for  older 
Americans.  Ben  is  also  directing  a  dis- 
semination project  tor  the  W.  K.  Kellogg 
Foundation  based  on  the  results  of  earlier 
research  on  dental  evaluation  methods 
for  application  to  private  practice  and 
computer  applications  for  dentistry.

For  the  next  several  years,  the 
Dental  Foundation  is  fully  committed 
to  the  School's  portion  of  the  UNC 
Bicentennial  Campaign.

Research  and 

Graduate  Studies 

The  1988-89  year  was  very  success- 
ful for  the  research  and  graduate  stud- 
ies programs  at  the  Dental  School.  A 
major  equipment  grant  from  the  Na- 
tional Institutes  of  Health  allowed  the 
School  to  install  a  new,  state-of-the- 
art  electron  microscope.  Funding  was 
also  received  for  a  large  scale  clinical 
trial  to  evaluate  the  efficacy  of  early 
versus  later  orthodontic  treatment 
intervention.  Other  recent  federal 
grants  awarded  to  the  Dental  School 
focus  on  wound  healing,  periodontal 
ligament  studies,  geriatric  dentistry 
research,  and  the  clinical  evaluation 


of  dental  materials.  Ongoing  NIH 
awards  support  the  School's  fluoride 
research,  orofacial  breathing  studies, 
and  a  host  of  other  projects. 

Equally  exciting  has  been  the 
School's  continued  successes  with  in- 
stitutional training  grants  for  graduate 
education.  The  School's  highly 
regarded  Dentist  Scientist  Award 
program  (combined  clinical  specialty 
and  Ph.D.  in  a  basic  science)  has  been 
refunded  for  a  second  five  year  term 
with  an  evaluation  of  "outstanding". 
Similarly,  the  School  was  successful  in 
a  very  strong  competition  for  a  grant 
to  support  a  Ph.D.  training  program  in 
Oral  Epidemiology.  These  two 
programs  have  broadened  the  oppor- 
tunities for  North  Carolina  students 
to  receive  a  superb  graduate  level 
education.

Welcome  to  the  Class  of  '93 


Sixty-six  students  enrolled  in  the 
DDS  program  this  fall  and  32  students 
began  their  first  year  in  the  Dental 
Hygiene  Program.  In  addition,  72 
dentists  and  dental  hygienists  are 
enrolled  in  advanced  education  pro- 
grams in  the  following  areas:  Ad- 
vanced General  Dentistry,  Endodon- 
tics, General  Practice  Residency,  Oral 
and  Maxillofacial  Surgery,  Othodon- 
tics.  Pediatric  Dentistry,  Periodontics, 
Prosthodontics,  and  Dental  Auxiliary 
Teacher  Education. 

Twenty-six  North  Carolina 
counties  and  eleven  other  states  are 
represented  in  the  entering  DDS  class. 
Over  one-third  of  the  class  came  from 


Wake,  Orange,  Alamance,  Durham, 
Mecklenburg,  and  Guilford  Counties. 
The  undergradute  institution  sending 
the  most  students  was  UNC  at 
Chapel  Hill,  followed  by  N.C.  State 
and  ten  other  North  Carolina 
colleges  and  universities.  Eight  of  the 
entering  DDS  students  have  dental 
parents,  four  of  whom  are  UNC 
School  of  Dentistry  alumni. 

The  entire  DDS  enrollment  at  the 
School  totals  280  students.  Thirty- 
three  percent  are  female;   7.5  percent 
are  black,  and  one  percent  is  Ameri- 
can Indian.  Of  the  total,  41  have 
dental  parents,  1 3  of  whom  are 
alumni  of  the  School.
